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In new San Bernardino diocese 


Bishop-elect Stralin 


Seeks grassroots 
help in planning

SAN BERNARDINO—If Bishop-elect Phillip Straling of 
the San Bernardino diocese has his way, it will be a grass- 
roots, teamwork diocesan operation here. 


At anews conference after he returned from his vacation 
in Africa, the newly named bishop-elect stressed that he 
- would make all appointments and moves in setting up his 
diocese by consultation with the priests, sisters and 
people. : : : 

“| BELIEVE we have to have teamwork,” he said. “We 
need it in parishes and at the diocesan level. No one 
person has all the insights. There needs to be a greater 
» ~sharing in the ‘responsibilities of the church. There has to 
~ be teamwork.” 


He put this into practice the next day when he met with 
vicars and other priests from the diocese to formulate 
plans for his ordination and installation. 


This was followed by another, all-day meeting last 
Monday, Aug. 14. 


BISHOP-ELECT Straling told the news conference that 
he had hoped to build on what diocesan functions already 
exist, such as schools, social works, youth and religious 
education. He also plans an early meeting ofthe members 
of the Diocesan Pastoral Council from the old “north” part 
of the diocese, now the new diocese. 


“One advantage of the new diocese,” he said, “is the 


greater coordination we can achieve. The bishop will be 
able to be more present to everyone. 5 


“One of the reasons for the division of the old diocese 
was that it was too big,” said Bishop-elect.Straling. 


HE SAID HE is also concerned with getting out into the 
parishes as bishop. “Priests and people so often travel to 
the chancery to meet the bishop,” he said. “My ambition is 

_ to meet with the priests and people in their parishes.” 


He said he considers himself fairly familiar with the

Hispanic protests 
include masses

SAN BERNARDINO—Protests by some members of the 
Hispanic community at the appointment of Bishop-elect 
Phillip Straling as the leader of the new diocese here 
included masses anda letter from priests addréssed to 
Cardinal Timothy Manning. 


The letter, sent Aug. 14 by Father Peter Luque in behalf 
of the Mexican-American priests, said that‘the name of 
auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez should have been given 
more consideration in the appointment. 


BISHOP CHAVEZ had been pastor of Our Lady of 


Guadalupe church here since his ordination as bishop in 
1974. Father Luque has succeeded him and the bishop is 
to. become pastor of St. Francis church, Vista. 


The auxiliary bishop, in a prepared statement this week, 
said he has not been “promoted nor demoted” by the move 
(see page 3). 


He states that ‘his “preoccupation and distress is the 
Hispanic situation” in both dioceses andthe “unnecessary 
and unjust suffering encompassing all areas of life” for 
those of Hispanic origin. 


Father Juan Hurtado, a priest formerly inthe San Diego 
diocese, celebrated what were called masses of protest 
over the appointment in San Bernardino and San Diego. 


Roberto Martinez, chairman of the San Diego diocesan’ 
commission for Spanish-speaking Catholics told the 
Southern Cross that he attended the mass at the Chicano 
Center in San Diego and supported the protest. 


“FEELINGS ARE running high,” he said. “We felt it was 
unfortunate that with four Hispanic bishops to choose 
from,_an Anglo was selected. It is time that in California we 
had Spanish-speaking ordinaries.” 

He said that he supported the protests because “the 
people are trying to say something. This has aroused their

SAN BERNARDINO—On Monday, Nov. 6, Father 
Phillip S. Straling will become Bishop Straling of the 
San Bernardino diocese. 


Plans for the ordination and installation of Bishop- - 
elect Straling crystallized this week with the 
announcement that the official ceremonies will start 

at 6 p.m. on that date and will be held in Raincross 
Square, Riverside. 


A STATEMENT from the bishop-elect’s office 
includes the fact that until that time the two counties 
of the new diocese remain under the jurisdiction of 
the San Diego diocese and Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


It is also stated that the bishop-elect “will not 
designate any assignments or appointments” until 
after his installation. This includes his response to 


the request that he appoint an episcopal vicar for the 
Spanish-speaking which he states he is willing to do, 
after his ordination. . 


The bishop-elect has been meeting with represen- 
tative priests of the two counties this week and has 
met with lay members of the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council. He plans to meet soon with sisters of the 
new diocesan area. ‘ 


BISHOP ELECT Straling has also announced that 
he plans a retreat for all priests of his diocese in the 
latter part of October. 


Dates for the ordination and installation depended 
to a large extent on the question of when it would be 
possible for four principals to be available to take 
part. ie? 


These are the apostolic delegate, Archbishop Jean 
Jadot; the president of the U.S. Bishops’ Conference, 
Archbishop John R. Quinn; Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles; and Bishop Leo T. Maher of 
San Diego.

The Knights of Columbus have 
commissioned the National Opinion 
Research Center to conduct what is 
being described as the most elaborate 
study of yoting people's religious 
behavior ever conducted.

The Japanese Catholic Council for 
Justice and Peace published appeals 
from two Korean groups charging the

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Korean government with persecuting 
the Catholic church and violating the 
rights of students and workers in that 
country. 


Catholic Relief Services, the over- 
seas aid and development agency of 
America’s Catholics, turned over food 
stores worth $225,000 to the Sudan- 
ese government after large-scale 
flooding which left at least 500,000 
Sudanese homeless. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee 
agreed to table a bill to restore the 
death penalty at the federal level after 
two senators threatened to fillibuster 
against the bill in committtee. 


Citing a condition of virtual civil war 
in Nicaragua, Archbishop Miguel 
Obando of Managua and his priests’ 
council asked Gen. Anastasio Somoza 
to resign. the presidency and make 
room for a government of national 
conciliation. 


The House voted to prohibit the use 
of funds in a Defense Department 
appropriations bill to pay for abortions 
except where needed to save a 
mother’s life. The bill would affect 
women in the services and wives of 
servicemen. 


A Baptist agency told the U.S. 
Supreme Court it supports the efforts 
of two Catholic dioceses to prevent the 
National Labor Relations Board from 
taking jurisdiction over Catholic 
schools. 


The Senate may soon debate an 
amendment that would, in effect, 
overturn Supreme Court decisions 
banning prayer in public schools. 


Vatican Radio.questioned Aug. 14 
the decision of the Anglican Lambeth 
Conference to allow individual Angli- 
can churches to make their own 
decisions on the issue of women’s 
ordination. “Is the Anglican Gommun- 
ion really aware of the step it has 
taken?” it asked.

The following statement 
was issued by, auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, 
Aug. 14, related to his move 
from Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe parish, San Bernar- 
dino, when the new diocese 
of San Bernardino was 
established: 


The intent of this state- 
ment is to clarify any mis- 
understanding or confu- 
sion in regards to my status 
in the diocese of San Diego. 


WITH the division of the 
diocese of San Diego | was 
transferred from Our Lady 
of Guadalupe church in San 
Bernardino to St. Francis in 
Vista. Thus | was neither 
promoted nor demoted. 


In regards to this trans- 
fer, | am not concerned. My 
preoccupation and distress 
is the Hispanic situation in 
both the San Diego and San 
Bernardino dioceses. In 


both dioceses the number - 


of Hispanic persons is 50 
percent (if not more) of the 
total Catholic population. 


In this extremely serious 
issue of the Hispanics in 
both dioceses my deep 


affliction concerns itself 
with unnecessary and un- 
just suffering encompass- 
ing all areas of life from 
birth to death, from reli- 
gious to psychological 
factors. 


IN REGARDS to working 
with the Catholic Hispan- 
ics, | understand the im- 
mense difficulty and chal- 
lenge due to the great 
number of the Chicanos 
who are disenchanted with 
the church, the youth who 
are alienated from the 
church and the faithful 
Hispanic Catholics who 
have not fully grasped the 
implications of Vatican II. 


| write this statement not 
to condemn any person. 
This is written to emphasize 
the seriousness of Hispanic 
issues. ; 


From teachings of Vati- 
can II we know that only a 
continuous endeavor to be

Against non-abortion doctors 


Students charge UCSD with discrimination

Two graduate students at 
the University of California 
at San Diego in La Jolla 
have charged the UCSD 
School of Medicine with 
discrimination against 
certain residency appli- 
cants who oppose abortion. 


The students claim that 
the medical school has “a 
systematic policy of discri- 
mination, combined with a 
type of quota system”’ 
against applicants for the 
residency program in ob- 
stetrics and gynecology 
(Ob/Gyn) who refuse to 
perform therapeutic or 
elective abortions. 


THE STUDENTS are-Al- 
bin Rhomberg and Donald 
E. Strebel. 


Rhomberg is a plaintiff in 
the lawsuit against the UC 
Regents challenging the 
constitutionality of using 
compulsory student fees to 
help pay for abortions, and 
Strebel is chair of the UCSD 
Graduate Student Council. 


The students have asked 
the California Department 
of Justice to investigate the 
alleged violations of the 


‘California Constitution and 


the state’s- Health and 
Safety Code. 


THEY HAVE also notified 
the U.S. Department of 


' Health, Education and 


Welfare and various Califor- 


nia legislators. Most have 


begun investigations, ac- 
cording to correspondence 


received by Rhomberg and 
Strebel. 


The allegations are based 
on the information bro- 
chure for the residency 
program of the Department 
of Reproductive Medicine; 
a letter from Dr. Philip E. 
Young, coordinator of that 
program, responding to 
an inquiry; and the UCSD 
medical school’s rating 
system of applicants. 


The brochure states that 
the performance of thera- 
peutic abortions is ‘‘an 
intrinsic part of the pro- 
gram.” 


IT WARNS “In choos- 
ing residents it is presumed 
by the department that the 


’ applicant has no ethical or 


religious convictions which 
prohibits the performance 
of these procedures, unless 
the applicant clearly states 
to the contrary on his or her 
application.” 


Dr. Young’s letter in part 
says, “competition for the 
few available positions in 
the program at any given 
level is intensified for those 
who choose to be con- 
sidered in the ‘no-abortion’ 
category.” 

According to Rhomberg, 


if any applicants who refuse 
to do therapeutic abortions 


are on the ranking list, the 


highest one stays in that 


_place, but all.others are 


moved below the 25th

“If the UCSD policy is 
allowed to continue,” he 
said, “it will practically 
eliminate Catholics and 
others opposed to perform- 
ing abortions from the 


practice of obstetrics and 
gynecology, unless they lie 
or agree to violate their 
consciences during the 
training program. 


“It will also mean,” 
Rhomberg added, ‘“‘that 
many women who strongly 
wish to receive obstetrical 
and gynecological care 
from physicians who are 
not abortionists will be 
denied that choice.”

roots with the people and not up in the clouds.” 


-He explained that the position of the Spanish- speaking

extensive visits to South America. He also said that one of 
the first tasks of his new diocese would be to.set up an 
office of vicar for the Spanish-speaking. 


Father Peter Luque of Our Lady of Guadalupe church 
here issued a statement following a meeting of about 300 
persons Aug. 10 relating to the new bishop. In the 
statement, addressed to Bishop-elect Straling, there was a 
request for a vicar for Spanish-speaking to be either Father 
Luque or Father Patrick Guillen of Corona. 


THE STATEMENT also expressed the desire for unity 
among the Spanish-speaking and greater encouragement 
for them to take part in the schools of ministry established 
two years ago (escuela de ministerios). 


They also requested continuing the present Hispanic 
Commission in the. “north” of the former diocese and 
finally, to make known to church authorities their-wish fora 
Mexican-American auxiliary bishop in San Bernardino 
diocese. 


The letter from Spanish-speaking priests addressed to 
Cardinal Manning as metropolitan of the province and to 


HE RECALLED the “tremendous experience” he gained 
from work in the synod and as president and member of 
the priests’ senate. He also served in RECOPS for three 
years, the priests’ regional representatives who meet with 
the bishops at their meetings. 


He also noted he has served as priests’ representative on 
the National Advisory Board of the U.S. Catholic bishops in 
which he worked primarily with laypersons on matters 
which the bishops deal with at their meetings. 


Asked about his philosophical position, he said, “The 
Second Vatican Council has been a major turning point in 
the church. What has followed has not all been easy. We 
have a task in the church to help all to live as Christians 
and to help others to learn of Christ.” 


BISHOP-ELECT Straling told the press that Bishop LeoT. 
Maher had called him the day before he left on his African 
vacation to tell him of the impending division of the 
diocese and that he, Phillip Straling, had been appointed 
by Rome as the first bishop of San Bernardino. 


The new bishop, 45; was raised in San Bernardino and 
was baptized at the church of the Holy Rosary, of which he 
is presently pastor and which will become his cathedral. 
His parents reside in 1 nearby Colton.

the other bishops of the region said that while they pee 


accepted the choice of Phillip Straling to be bishop 
“Gilbert Chavez, would: have been a better choice for the 
area,” according to Father Luque who summarized the 
letter for the Southern Cross. 


FATHER LUQUE said the letter explained that the 
Mexican-American people “want to continue to work 


within the church in spite of the actions of the dissident — 


group” who had held protest masses celebrated by Father 
Hurtado. 


The letter drew attention of the bishops to the economic, 
religious, educational and psychological “bondage” of the 
Spanish-speaking people in this country and that appoint- 
ments within the church should take into consideration 
their special needs. 


The letter ended by referring to the forthcoming “ad 
limina’” visit of the bishops of the region to the Vatican— 
which presumably will still take place in October in spite of 
the death of Pope Paul—and states: 


“AS YOU ARE going to the Holy See for the ad limina visit 
with the Holy Father we invite all of our bishops to address 
themselves to the needs of the Spanish-speaking 
community.”

A time to keep

Pope in an age of protest 


Who would want to be pope in this day and age? 
Who would want the agonizing experience of trying 


~ to bring the message of peace, of Christ, to a world 


so ready to protest, to divide, to argue and to 
dissent? If there is one thing television has done it is 
to blow out of all proportion any protest by any 
group able to paint a poster. And protesters have 
abounded under the encouragement of the 
cameras. 


The age of instant gratification spread to matters 
of religion, too. Could Pope Paul ever forget, to his 
dying day, the vehemence of the protests against 
his challenging and exemplary encyclical “Hu- 
manae Vitae” or the vilification he received from his 
own Italians in recent years over the questions of 
abortion and divorce? 


It was obvious that Paul VI suffered acute 
anguish at the divisive nature of events within the 
church, too, such as the continued refusal of 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre of France to accept 
the pope’s authority and direction over the question 
of pre-Vatican II liturgical practices. 


Misuse of mass 


Right here, in this area we have seen protests of 
various kinds in recent years; including vicious 
verbal attacks on Bishop Leo T. Maher, particularly 
by such groups as the National Organization for 
Women (NOW). 


More recently. we have seen the misuse of the 
mass itself as a form of protest. It is regrettable that 
a priest from outside came into the San Bernardino 
and San Diego areas in recent weeks to hold what 
were called “protest masses” against the appoint- 
ment of Bishop-elect Phillip Straling as the first 
bishop for the new diocese. 

Claiming to speak for the Hispanics, this priest 
“celebrated” such masses and spoke against 
Rome's appointment of Bishop-elect Straling. One 
can only puzzle at the- paradox of celebrating a 
mass of “protest”. It is also regrettable that some 
notable members of the Hispanic community are 
among those who support such protests. 
Hispanic bishops 

The protest masses were held to express dis- 
appointment that an Hispanic bishop was not 
appointed for the new diocese. Evidently it was felt 
by some Hispanics that the pope should have 
selected one of their kind, already an auxiliary 
bishop, such as our own Bishop Gilbert Chavez or 
Los Angeles’ Bishop Juan Arzube. 


Because Rome did not see the needs of the

universal church in the same light as the 
protesters, the church, our bishop and others are 
attacked. It’s another aspect of “instant gratifica- 
tion” which is so often demanded these days. 
Auxiliary waiting period 

As for “passing over” bishops who would be ready 


to take on anew diocese, it is perhaps forgotten that 


when the San Diego diocese was established by 
Rome in 1936, an “unknown” priest was plucked 
out of St. Joseph, Mo., to become the first bishop. 
His name was Charles F. Buddy. 


When there was a vacancy in the archdiocese of 
Santa Fe, N.M., in 1974, Rome selected “just a 
priest” in the shape of Robert Sanchez and made 
him:-an archbishop. Both appointments passed

And if anyone wishes to contemplate auxiliary 
bishops and their waiting time, they may consider 
the case of Timothy Manning, who was an auxiliary 
bishop of the Los Angeles archdiocese from 1946 
to 1967—a matter of 21 years. Then Rome 
appointed him to head the diocese of Fresno. Two 
years later he was made archbishop of Los Angeles, 
to succeed Cardinal James McIntyre. He becamea 
cardinal in 1973. But those were 21 long years as 
auxiliary. Rome had not overlooked him. He is now 
there, as a member of the conclave to elect the next 
pope. 


Falsehoods in press 


Unfortunately a-San Diego newspaper which 
claims to speak for Chicano readership (yet 
publishes almost entirely in English) took the 
matter of Bishop Straling’s appointment further 
with an illwritten, uninformed, highly inflammatory 
editorial on the subject. It claimed that Bishop 
Chavez had been “gagged” and sent “in isolation to 
the Vista area...where he is not allowed even to 
marry couples without permission of the bishop...” 


It is incredible that any newspaper or editor could 
be so inaccurate, either in understanding of church 
appointments or of church disciplines. The 
newspaper, like the protesters at mass, does a 
disservice to the Hispanic people for whom it 
claims to speak. 


The statement by Bishop Chavez (page 3) and 
the letter written by Father Peter Luque to Cardinal 
Manning are both expressions of the earnest 
appeal being made by the Hispanic people, in 
contrast to the less responsible statements at the 
masses and on television by Father Hurtado.

Representatives of 95 nations 
came to Rome to pay homage 


‘VATICAN CITY (NC)—Representatives 
of 95 nations attended the final rites for 
Pope Paul VI in St. Peter’s Square. 


They included two heads of state, two 
princes, five vice presidents, six prime 
ministers and two presidents of national 
assemblies. 


THE U.S. delegation included President 
Carter's wife Rosalynn, Sen. Edward 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, New York Gov. 
Hugh Carey, and Rep. Robert Giaimo of 
Connecticut. 


United Nations General Secretary Kurt 
Waldheim led the U.N. delegation. 


The influx of foreign dignitaries, cou-— 
pled with the rise in ultraleftist terrorism in 
Italy in the past year, led to the biggest 
security operation in recent years by the 
Italian government. It had 7,500 armed 
policemen and plainclothes detectives 
among the crowd of 100,000 in St. Peter’s

VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Latin 
used in the funeral mass for Pope Paul 
VI was a language which declined in 
use in the church by his order and 
which before his death became a 
symbol of opposition to him. 


As one of the reforms growing out of 
Vatican Council II, Pope Paul decreed 
a new order of mass to be said in the 
vernacular, that is, the language of 
each country. 

The use of Latin itself was never 
banned, though’ a popular miscon- 
ception was that that language could 
no longer be used.

OTHER foreign representatives in- 
cluded President Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia, Prime Ministers Adolfo Suarez of 
Spain and Giulio Andreotti of Italy, and 
Imelda Marcos, wife of Philippine Presi- 
dent Ferdinand E. Marcos. 


Many of the delegations came from 
countries which had no diplomatic 
relations with the Holy See before Pope 
Paul became pope 15 years ago. Under his 
papacy the Holy See established diplo- 
matic relations with more than 40 coun- 
tries, most of them in the Third Worlds. 


In addition to the foreign delegations, 
the papal funeral drew representatives 
from 13 non-Catholic churches or church 
bodies. Their presence was a sign of the 
improved ecumenical relations that Pope 
Paul fostered between Catholics and non- 
Catholic Christians.

On television and radio 
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Millions saw or heard 
funeral of Pope Paul VI

Tens of millions around the world saw or 
heard the funeral services in St. Peter’s 
Square for Pope Paul VI. 


The Vatican said that television stations 
in 48 countries and radio stations in 13 
other nations broadcast the funeral mass 
live. 


IN THE UNITED States television 
researchers estimated that 50 million 
Americans saw the coverage. It was 
Carried by all three U.S. networks. 


While misunderstanding and misinter- 
pretation of Catholic ceremonies marred 
commentaries by some of the well-known 
correspondents sent to cover the scene, 
the two-hour ceremony was appreciated 
by all who watched. 


In the San Diego and San Bernardino 
dioceses thousands gathered around TV 
sets or listened on radios during the hours 
from 9 a.m. Saturday morning. 


THE KNIGHTS of Columbus arranged 
for satellite coverage of the funeral and 
will also pay for coverage of the coronation 
of the new pope. 


The 1.3 million- member Catholic frater- 
nal organization paid for the “up-link” 
charges involved-in beaming television 
signals to four orbiting satellites of 
InTelSat—two over the Atlantic Ocean, 
one over the Pacific and a fourth over the 
Indian Ocean. From there they were 
picked up by broadcasting corporations. 


The Knights also paid ‘“down-link’”’ 
charges in some-mission countries. 


THE RITES for Pope Paul VI differed 
significantly in two respects from the 
burial rites of his two immediate prede- 
cessors. 


Paul’s starkly simple ceremonies con- 
trasted sharply with the centuries-old 
courtly pomp which surrounded the 
burial of Pius and John. And the popular 
sentiment, so marked in the mourning for 
Pius and John, was largely missing as the 
church prepared to bury Pope Paul. 


Paul, who had stripped away bunting 
from the walls of St. Peter's, cut the 
watered-silk trains of cardinals, and 
generally abolished all but essential 
ceremony, was concerned that he be 
given a simple funeral. 


HIS WILL called for simple burial, and 
he repeated his. call for a “simple and very 
simple funeral” in two additions to the will, 
drafted in 1972 and 1973. 


In his will he asked that the catafalque 
used for Pius and John not be used for 
him. That catafalque was a three-tiered 
mock casket, lined in candles. 


To comply with his wishes, the College

THE PRESENCE of the pope’s body at 
the funeral mass was also a departure 
from past practice. Both John and Pius 
were buried in a separate ceremony 
before the nine days of funeral masses 
began. 


The death scene for Paul was much 
simpler than that of Pius and John. 


Paul had abolished the ancient rite 
calling for a cardinal to strike the dead 
pope on the forehead with a silver hammer 
three times, calling out his name each 
time. 


GONE, OF COURSE from the funeral of 
Paul were the Noble Guard, the sub- 
deacons, the special chandeliers, drap- 
ings and tribunals. All of these persons 
and trappings had been removed years 
ago from papal ceremony by Paul. 


As the pope’s body was brought out of 
the basilica for the mass, the 100,000 in 
the square and tens of millions of tele- 
vision viewers around the world heard the 
traditional “Requiem Aeternam” begin- 
ning a funeral mass. 


BUT IN KEEPING with reforms of 
Vatican II, the celebration bore many 
signs of joy, with a triple “Alleluia” 
substituting for the somber “Dies Irae” 
that used to precede the gospel. 


‘And as Paul's body was taken back into 
the basilica at the end, the crowd clapped, 
the basilica bells rang out, and the choir 
broke into the “Magnificat,” Mary's hymn 
of praise to God when she was carrying 
Jesus in her womb.

broadcasting. The commit- 
tee said the bill would give 
broadcasters “unrestrain- 
ed control” of the air waves, 
“leaving the public minimal 
voice in decision-making 
processes.”

The Catholic Worker Movement began 
in the 1930s when ex-Communist, Catho- 
lic Dorothy Day met the charming French 
Catholic, Peter Maurin. They wondered if 
“the rotten capitalistic system” could be 
christened. ; 


They pondered what would happen if — 


one percent of Catholics really believed 
Christ’s social gospel and the papal 
encyclicals on social justice? They begana 
movement that asked its followers to take 
on voluntary gospel poverty, a care for the 
really poor and outcast, and a concern for 
justice. 


The movement did not grow like Topsy, 
but most seminarians in the 1940s and 
50s were intrigued by it, and most of the 
bishops were repelled by it. Dorothy Day 


- started hospitality houses in many cities, 


and many of these still exist. And they are 


‘ still attracting young Catholics who want to 
serve. 


_ Mike Garvey is one of these young 
adults.
